NON-WARRANTY. — While  we  exercise  the  utmost  care  to  make  every 
shipment  satisfactory  and  profitable  to  you  and  keep  stock  true  to  name, 
we  give  no  warranty.  Express  or  Implied,  on  same,  either  as  to  varieties  or 
product.  Where  loss  occurs  through  our  fault  we  will  take  pleasure  in  cor- 
recting it,  but  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  damages  occurring  in  transit. 
All  claims  must  be  made  immediately  upon  receipt  of  goods.  Later  claims 
will  not  be  considered. 

All  shipments  are  carefully  packed  to  arrive  in  good  condition  at  destina- 
tion. Our  local  express  is  the  American,  which  by  the  new  ruling  transfers 
to  all  other  companies  without  additional  charge.  Plants  or  Cuttings  in  most 
cases  travel  best  by  express  and  we  invariably  ship  by  express  unless  in- 
structed otherwise,  except  on  very  small  orders  for  Rooted  Cuttings  which 
may  better  be  forwarded  by  Parcel  Post.  If  shipment  is  made  by  Parcel  Post 
please  add  amount  sufficient  to  cover  postage  and  extra  packing.  On  credit 
orders  we  charge  actual  postage. 

If  shipments  forwarded  by  express  are  delayed  or  arrive  in  damaged  con- 
dition be  sure  to  have  your  agent  examine  the  shipment  and  sign  for  the  ex- 
tent of  the  damage  and  you  will  have  no  trouble  to  collect  from  the  express 
companies  for  same.  In  the  past  we  had  advised  our  customers  to  notify  us 
of  such  damage,  we  doing  the  collecting  from  the  express  companies.  We  did 
not  have  a case  when  claims  were  properly  presented  that  the  express  com- 
panies did  not  cheerfully  and  promptly  settle  to  full  satisfaction.  However, 
we  think  that  the  point  of  destination  is  the  proper  place  to  enter  claim,  as^ 
the  evidence  is  there,  and  as  it  has  become  the  general  practice  with  most 
shippers  we  ask  our  customers  to  enter  their  own  claims,  and  so  when  we  de- 
liver to  a common  carrier  in  good  condition  we  do  not  guarantee  safe  arrival. 

Cause  for  complaint  from  delay  or  otherwise  on  our  shipments,  even  the 
past  season,  has  been  less  than  one  per  cent.,  which  no  doubt  is  largely  due  to 
careful  packing  and  labeling  and  promptly  starting  shipments.

On  account  of  the  scarcity  of  flowers,  especially  felt  after 
the  chrysanthemums  had  mostly  disappeared  from  the  mar- 
ket late  chrysanthemums  had  proved  exceedingly  valuable 
(this  induced  us  to  add  this  variety  to  our  list.)  Similar 
conditions  might  well  be  anticipated  and  provided  for.
